Twenty promineut 
citizens, appointed at a former meeting as a

| amble and resolutions,as their self justification 
| for their flagrant wrongs to the free colored 


people.—Pa. Freeman. 

“All governments restrict and diminish the 
liberties of individuals, in order to promote 
the happiness and well-being of society.— 
They toho cre governed cannol be free. Vari- 
ous forms and degrees ef government have 
in society, each 
equally well for all nations and indivicuals 
endowed with various degree of self-con- 
trol, morality, and civilization, ‘The least 
degree of government to which men mosi 
civilived, moral and enlightened can be sub. 


jected, consistently with good order aud se- 


answering 


/curity,is that of being governed by laws 


made by representatives chosen by them- 
But this degree of liberty can be 


safely given but to a small fraction of indi- 


viduals, even in the best and purest society. 

The children must be governed by parents 
and guardians ; the apprentices by masters ; 
the soldiers and sailors by superior officers : 


Wives must be subject to husbands,who love, 
be | 


cherish, and protect them ; lunaties and idiots 


| by trustees and committees, and eriniuals be 


confined in jails and penitentiaries. In ail 
cases il is not the law that governs, but the 
will of a master or superior. ‘They are in- 
stances of slavery instituted as well for the 
good of the governed as of society at large. 

“The few adalt male whites who are left to 
the govern :.entof mere law, if they be good 
or Wise, or prudent men, take care to throw 
sround themselves a thousand restrictions to 
the liberties which the law has lett them. — 


They become members of churches and of | 
other societies, husbands and fathers, and | 
still further curtail their liberties by under- | 


taking and periormiag the multifarious du- 
ties Which their various relations require.— 
They love not the lawless licence and iiberty 


(which delights the thougltless child, the 


idle negro, or the brutal savage. All experi- 
ence, all history, shows thet man is only 
fitted) for the government of mere law when 
he has become so higiiy eivilived, prudent

after, With the whites, we carefully adapt 
the mode and degree of government to the 
warts of the governed.

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Captain Drayton. 





Captain Drayton wes present at the late 
Philadelphia Convention, and gave the fol- 
lowing account of his imprisonment as re- 
ported by the Pennsylvania Freeman. 


Capt. Drayton being present, at the re- 
quest of the Convention gave a simple and 
thrilling narrative of his sufferings tor the 
cause of humanity in the National Capital. 
Hie said that he was entirely unaccustomed 
to public speaking, he had never been an 
abolitionist, nor had he been familiar with 
their societies or operations; but he had seen 
much of the cruelties of slavery, and his 
sympathies were excited for the poor sufler- 
ers: he had desired to free as many as he 
could. In one instance, he bad vided three | 
boys, and in another, a woman and five chil- 
dren to gain their hberty; but no suspicton 
was excited against him. Nor would he) 
have been suspected in the ease of the 
Schooner Pearl bad not a Judes betrayed) 
him. 

Ihave not known the t 
abolitionists, continued Capt. D., but mine 
have been, “Jn God, T trust, aud trath ane 
righteousness are my law.” At the tne L 
took those seventy-seven slaves on board the 
Pearl, I knew the penelty of the law. But 
I] knew among those people a woman with 
nine children who had heen emancipated by 
will, but avaricions heirs had broken the will, 
and the family were to be separated and 
sold, and my “sympathies were moved for 
them. Others Eknew who had long been 
concealed, awaiting an opportunity to escape. 
There were old and young, men and women, 
longing and praying for freedom. Lcould | 
not refuse to help them. LT tried and I failed, 
and for nearly four and a half years J have | 
suffered imprisonment for it. But ia all this 
l see the hand of the Lord. I believe that, 
through my imprisonment, LT have been 
made the means of doing more good than it 
Lhad freed a thousand slaves secretly. I 
was publicly arrested and carried to jail, It 
was a mercy that | was net murdered ou the |

I do not know that Tam an abolitionist, 
but it seems to me that] have done some- 
thing for the abolition of Slavery. No abo- 


litionist has ever caused such an exertement 
in Congress. It was so great, they had to) 
adjourn for three days. ‘The Anti-Slavery 
agitation has been increased by my impris- 
onment. It has caused people to think. For 
atime my confinement was severe. For fit 
teen months I wasshut up in acell eight feet 
by ten, and kept in solitary confinement, with 
neither bed nor chair nortable. ‘Pwo blank- 
ets were thrown into me, and [ was told that 
J might do what I chose with them. Of 
these | made my bed aud covering, and used 
my water can fora pillow. 

My keeper during this time was a violent 
elaveholder, a hard drinker, ard bitter hater | 
of the abolitionists, and he tound pleasure 
in adding to the severities of my lot. By 
every means in his power he tried to induce | 
me to turn State’s evidence against persons | 
who were suspected of being engaged with! 
tne. 1 was offered my own liberty and the 
bribe of a thousand dollars, to do this: and 
when this failed, L was subjected to constant 
annoyance and hardships to ‘break me down,’ | 
and compel meto yicld. I was kept in close 
confinement and denied privileges of exer- 
cise, granted to the meanest thief. When I 
remonsirated, and asked to walk in the pas- , 
gage, I was met with fresh insults, and vio- 
jent oaths. But in my sufferings I prayed 
fer strength and help, and at length, after I 
had borne his rough usage for fifteen months, | 
the keeper was discharged. 

The guards being friendly to me, gsve me 
the privilege of the passage, ond the new 
keeper found me in it and continued the 
permission. But with this privilege came 
hew annoyances. J} was placed in a room 
with the vilest and most profligate criminals, 
and daily compelled to listen to them profane 
and impure conversation. [ told my keeper 
that I should prefer solitary confinement with 
a ball and chain to companionship svith these 
rowdies; butit wes in vain. There Thad 
to remain, until about two years before my 
discharge, when [was removed to a more 
comfortable part of the prison away from 
euch degratled society. 

But while LE was imprisoned 1 wee not for- | 
gotten. Thad good friends who did) what 
they could for my comfort and release: my 
story was told to men whom -T had never 
seen, and friends whom I never knew, were 
raised up forme. Petitions were sent to the 
President in my behalf Pesonal appeals 
were made to him. Among those who in- 
terested themselves for me was Charles 
Sumner. He went to President Fillmore 
and plead my cause with hina. The Presi- 
dent promised to parden me if he could be 
eatistied of his power to do so. 
ner hunted up authorities and decisions and 
wrote out along argument proving the pow- 
er, and the Attorney General endorsed it, 
and Capt. Sayers and myselt were pardoned, 
afier an imprisonment of four years and five 
months. 

All this I suffered. Fer what?) Por 
Righteousness suke; for d compas- 
sion and meres; for loving my neighber as 
myself, Like Paul geing to Jerusalem, 1 
have obeyed the voice of duty, not knowing 
to what it would bring me. Thave thos fae 
been protected by many mercies; ty hie is 
spared, though my health ts broken down, 
God only knows what he bas new in store 
for me.

Purchasing the Freedom of Slaves. 





Mr. Rankin in a late Christian Press, vindi- 
cates his plan of the purchase of the slaves by 
the General Government. Rev. Mr. Cable had 


| previously urged in the same paper, the most 


obvious objections tothe measure. This article 


is in reply ; 


Mr. Cable objects to moving the General | 


Government to purchase the freedom of the 
slaves, first, because he thinks “it at least of 
doubtful morality.” 
If a man is reduced to un- 
just bondage, and there is no way to liberate 


misapprehension. 


, him but by purcharing his freedom, how can it 


be of doubtful morality to pay a ransom for his 
release? ‘The sin and robbery charged by Mr- 
Cable upon the slaveholders, cannot make it 
wrong to exercise mercy in redeeming the 
slaves from the pressure of such condition. It 
is not buying h»man beings, as Mr. Cable sup- 
poses, but buy. for them the liberty of en- 
joying their rights. To purchase slaves to 
hold them as property is animmorality of high 
degree, but to purchase the freedom of slaves 
is to put moncy that cannot be injured in the 
place of human beings that can be injured; it 
is to value the happiness of immortal beings 
above money, and therefore is no immorality, 
but a noble act of benevolence. The man who 
purchases the freedom of slaves, gives the 
is wrong. Would aman purchase the freedom 
of slaves, if he believed they were rightfully 
held? ‘To purchase the freedom of the slaves 
would be to bear the strongest testimony 
against the wrongfulness of the slave system. 
Did Mr. Cable himself never contribute any- 
thing to purchase the freedom of slaves? It 
may be presumed he has. And would he him- 
seif do what would be of doubtful morality for 
the General Government to do? 


Was it of doubtful morality for Nehemiah 
and those associated with him to purchase the 
Neh. v. 8: “ We, 
after our ability, have redeemed our brethren, 
the Jews, which were sold unto the heathen.” 
It seems strange that any one should not per- 
ceive the difference between acknowledging the 
power to hold slaves, and that of acknowledging 
the right to hold them.

Os this he gives us no evi- 
The Government has constitutional 
power to secure its own existence by abolishing 
such nuisances as are dangerous to the peace 
The prominent de-

right to abolish it—and that ite abolition is 
necessary to secure the liberty of both white 
and black people, Mr. Cable will not be likely 
to deny. Besides, the Government cannot re- 
ject the proposition on that ground, for if it be 
constitutional to pay money for catching slaves, 
it is constitutional to pay money to purchase 
the freedom of slaves.

The 
brother means well,he wrote in haste, and after- 
thought, it is hoped, will bring all right, and 
Mr. Cable will yet march in the front rank of 
those who push on this noble enterprise. 


; A thousand millions will be more than three 
hundred dollars for each slave, and, taking old 
' and young together, this will not be far from 
| the average value, and doubtless will be suffic- 
ient to accomplish the entire abolition of the 
slave system. This amount the Government 
can pay, without oppressing any class of the 
citizens. It would not be sensibly felt. And 
| there would then be no greater monopoly of 
money in the South than there is now in the 
| North. Three hundred thousand men now 
exist in the free States who possess as much 
wealth as the three hundred thousand slave- 
holders will possess, when paid for all the 
slaves they hold. A monopoly of money is 
| easily disolved by passing into the hands of 
| heirs, by extravagant living, and by unfortunate 
| enterprises. The monopoly created by purchas- 
ing the freedom of the slaves will be an actual 
benefit to the country at large. It will enable 
the planters to give fair wagesto the liberated 
| Slaves, and it will be better for them than to 
have it given to them, and it will enable the 
planters to cultivate their lands well, so as to
